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Company floats duck boats proposal 


Chicago River cruises on 
the amphibious vessels 
could start in the summer 


Chicago Tribune 
Duck boat tours could be coming to the Chi- 
cago River as soon as this summer. 

Entertainment Cruises, a cruise operator 
based at Navy Pier, submitted a proposal to 
conduct tours using the wheeled boats, which 
run on land and water. The company oper- 
ates more than 30 vessels in cities across the 
country. 

“With this you get the best of both worlds,” 
said Dan Russell, vice president and gen- 
eral manager for Entertainment Cruises. “It 
showcases all of the best that Chicago has, 
which is formidable, obviously. We think it 
will be a fun package.” 

Duck boats do not look like ducks. The 
bulky amphibious vessels were used by the 
US. military in World War II. Since then, 
duck boat tours have gained popularity in 
places like Boston, Seattle and the Wiscon- 
sin Dells. The Boston tours have served as a 
model for Chicago, Russell said. 

Chicago had a duck boat tour service in the 
late 1990s, but it was discontinued. Chicago 
Duck Tours’ bright yellow boats cruised the 
streets, then splashed into Lake Michigan at 
Burnham Harbor. 

Construction for the new duck boat en- 
deavor could begin as soon as Jan. 28, when 
the review process by state regulators is 
scheduled to be completed, Russell said. 

The boats, which hold 37 passengers, re- 
quire special ramps to enter and exit the Chi- 
cago River. Under the proposal, the ramps 
would be constructed at Marina Towers and 
West Polk Street. The Marina Towers ramp 
would be 25 feet wide by 73 feet long, and the 
West Polk Street ramp would be 20 feet by 
73 feet. The latter would be constructed by 
modifying an abutment at the former Polk 
Street Bridge, Russell said. 

The proposal for the project was submit- 
ted in November and must be signed off on by 
state regulators, including the Illinois Environ- 
mental Protection Agency and the Illinois De- 
partment of Natural Resources, and also the 
Army Corps of Engineers. It has received ap- 
proval from the US. Fish and Wildlife Service. 

Permits also must be obtained from the 
city and Marina Towers. City officials and 
Marina Towers officials could not be reached 
for comment. 

“I don't see anything foreseeable in nature 
holding this up, Russell said. “Our hope is to

have a partial season for 2015 and our first full 
inaugural season in 2016.” 

Andrew Sargis, chief of operations for 
Chicago Water Taxi, which runs boats on the 
river, said the project aligns with a new push 
toward making the Chicago River a hot spot 
for recreation and tourism. 

“We are all for it,” he said. “There really 
isn’t any concern. We want to grow the river 
community, and Entertainment Cruises has a 
great reputation.” 

Sargis noted that the Chicago Harbor Safe- 
ty Committee convenes regularly to discuss 
issues on the river, and the boat tour compa- 
nies communicate regularly. 

“T’m not anticipating any challenges,” Sar- 
gis said. “It seems like a great idea and a good 
draw for tourists.” 

Tourists agree. JP and Mary Bordeleau, 
visiting from Halifax, Nova Scotia, said they 
recently took a duck boat tour in their home- 
town and loved it. 

“You get to see the city from all sides,” 
Mary Bordeleau said. “We learned so much 
about the city we live in. Even Chicagoans 
would learn on one of them.”

No same-day registration 
for upcoming city election

If you wait until Election Day to register and 
vote in the upcoming city election, you'll be 
out of luck. 

So if you haven't already, register now to 
cast a ballot in the city election, which will be 
Feb. 24 for the offices of mayor, alderman in 
50 wards, city clerk and treasurer as well as 
three citywide advisory referenda questions. 

During last November’s gubernatorial elec- 
tion, voters in Chicago and across the state had 
the last-minute option to stop by a polling place 
to register and cast a ballot on Election Day. 

But same-day voter registration was done as 
part of a pilot program—and allowed only at se- 
lect polling sites. Nearly 2,900 Chicagoans took 
advantage of same-day registration, the major 
ity of them Millennials ages 18 to 34.

that, if it were a toy, would come in a box 
marked, “Recommended for ages 3-90.” 
The prerequisite, though, is an apprecia- 
tion for silliness and a movie that gets its 
laughs and lessons from places of warmth 
instead of noise. An example of that playful 
humor: A pickpocket tries to flee the scene 
of the crime. His GPS tells him, “In 100 
yards, bear left.” He looks to the left, and 
there’s Paddington (voiced by Ben Whishaw 
of “Skyfall” and the next Bond movie, “Spec-

tre”) soaring through the air on an umbrella. 
Earlier, Paddington reads that escalator users 
stand on the right, so he balances on his right 
leg. This is where you’re supposed to chuckle. 
The live-action film, based on Michael 
Bond’s books, involves the CGI, marmalade- 
loving bear—which, according to the movie, 
is a repetitive description, as marmalade is 
something all bears enjoy—leaving his home 
and his aunt in Peru and traveling to London. 
(A detail I love: Around his neck Pad- 
dington wears a note reading, “Please look 
after this bear.”) There, Mrs. Brown (Sally 
Hawkins, Best Supporting Actress Nominee 
for “Blue Jasmine”) wants to bring him home, 
but Mr. Brown’s (Hugh Bonneville) a stick in 
the mud who says things like, “Seven percent 
of childhood accidents start with jumping.” 
Luckily for Paddington (and the kids who 
grow to adore him), mom gets her way and 
the Peruvian import temporarily moves into 


their house—where he accidentally floods 
the bathroom and deliberately cleans his ears 
with Mr. Brown’s toothbrush. 

By the way, no one is fazed by a talking 
bear, which comes off as endearing, not 
absurd. This movie is sweet in all the ways 
garbage like “Yogi Bear” is obnoxious. 

That Kidman subplot doesn’t really fit, 
though, seemingly included as a means to 
make a handful of “Mission: Impossible” ref- 
erences. Compared with 2o11’s winning and 
already-slight “Winnie the Pooh,” “Padding-

ton” feels minor, more like a rainy-day movie 
than one for, uh, any climate. 

And yet writer-director Paul King reminds 
all viewers how hard it is to be the new kid 
and the value of respecting, not hiding from, 
what makes you different and special. (Plus 
an endorsement of science know-how that 
registers better than “Big Hero 6.”) In a so- 
ciety and a season when it’s easy to grumble 
and grumble some more, “Paddington” is a 
dose of emergency cuteness, without any of 
the forced sentimentality that may imply.

Puts arusty heartina 
nice, cliched machine 


Perhaps few studios 
are rushing to finance 
a documentary about 
a team of high school 
kids who took on 
mighty MIT in an 
underwater robot- 
ics competition. (If this concept starts your 
heart a-flutter, begin pooling your cash now.) 
Yet the relevant subtext of undocumented 
students whose opportunities are limited 
because of the fear of immigration officials 
lends tension and depth, and a doc would 
have brought rare perspective to a much- 
discussed issue. 

Instead we have “Spare Parts,” a dramati- 
zation of a true story that too often mimics 
its title through stock characters and plot 
points. Substitute teacher with one foot out 
the door who realizes he may want to stick 
around? Unsupportive dad who needs to 
realize his son has potential? Pretty single 
mom who provides the possibility of family- 
friendly romance? Check, check, check. 

George Lopez (seriously) stars as Fredi 
Cameron, an engineer who takes a substitute 
science teacher gig at an Arizona high school 
where many students are Hispanic and half 
are undocumented. Soon he’s mentoring 
a straight arrow (Carlos PenaVega), a nerd 
(David Del Rio), a troublemaker (Jose Julian) 
and a gentle giant (Oscar Javier Gutierrez I) 
as they combine their engineering aspirations 
and, uh, passion for remotely making gadgets

perform tasks in a pool. 

Hijinks involve the guys buying tampons 
as a means of stopping a water leak. Seri- 
ous incidents include Oscar (PenaVega) 
becoming targeted by Immigration Customs 
Enforcement after attempting to enlist in the 
military and Lorenzo (Julian) trying to pro- 
tect his younger brother. Of course, there’s 
also time for Fredi to flirt with his “coding 
savant” colleague Gwen (Marisa Tomei) and 
Oscar to develop something with Karla (Al- 
exa PenaVega, Carlos’ real-life wife). 

The most enlightening idea that results is 
the notion that families would treat docu- 
mented children differently than undocu- 
mented ones. But director Sean McNamara 
and writer Elissa Matsueda, working from 
Josh Davis’ Wired magazine article, struggle 
to chronicle their characters without suc- 
cumbing to predictability and the needless 
force of a score that features sentimental 
music for heart-to-hearts and imposing, 
uplifting music for the big competition. If 
there’s supposed to be a change in Fredi (a 
composite character of two real people), 
Lopez doesn’t depict it. 

So “Spare Parts” is no “Stand and Deliver,” 
but a sweet, safe account of kids working 
hard and thriving because of their brains is 
the good kind of average.
